This was the result of a charge that W- 
lam F. Clark, a friend of Gov. Sulzer and 
gereiary of the inquiry committee, had tried 
i influence Dr. Russell and Dr. James V. 
May, the president of the state hospital com- 
pittee, to give Harry K. Thaw his freedom. 

Thaw can be released only upon a Supreme 
Hurt order or through a certificate signed by 
Dr. Russell that he has recovered his mental 
balance. It is this certificate of recovery 
ghich Dr. Russell said an attempt was made 
0 bribe him to give. 


Report Made to Sulzer. 

Gov. Sulzer tonight said Dr. May told him 
a week or ten days ago that Clark had been 
mdeavoring to get Dr. May to use his in- 
fuence toward Thaw’s release. The gov- 
ernor told Dr. May no one was authorized to 

' gee fig name in connection with the Thaw 
‘ete, And then sent for Mr. Clark. 

“Mr. Clark denied that he had been using 
my name in connection with the Thaw case,” 
mid the governor, and I let it go at that.“ 

When Gov. Sulzer’s attention was called 
tethe fact that Dr. Russel! could not remem- 
ber the name of the lawyer who attempted 
tw bribe him, he said: 

Dr. Russell ought to be compelled to dis- 
close the name. 

John H. Delaney, one of the members of 
the inquiry committee, and Mr. Clark said a 
Wien lawyer of New York City had $25.000 
te give Dr. Russell and that $20,000 had been 
given to Dr. Russell upon condition that 
Thaw would be released before the end of 
December last 


Money Returned to Thaws. 

The story goes on to the effect that when 
Gov. Sulzer assumed office In January Thaw 
had not been released and that Dr. Russell 
turned $11,000 to the Thaws through De- 
fective Hoffman of Poughkeepsie, according 
fo Mr. Clark. As near as could be learned 
Went neither Mr. Clark nor the members 
the committee yet know the name of the 
New York lawyer who represented the Thaw 
family in this transaction. 

In his testimony Dr. Russell admitted he 
tid Joseph F. Scott, state superintendent of 
pritzons, of the attempt te bribe him. Dr. 
Russell is an appointee of the state superin- 
tendent of prisons. 

Gov. Sulzer said Col. Scott had never in- 
formed him of the attempted bribery of Dr. 
Russell. Upon further questioning, how- 
ever, Gov. Sulzer admitted that when Dr. 
May told him of Mr. Clark’s interest in the 
Thaw case Dr. May had also informed him of 
the attempt to bribe Dr. Russell. Apparently 
the governor gave the matter no further con- 
bern.

While trying to find places to 
lop off this amount Commissioner Bartsen 
aroused the wrath of McCormick by agiti- 
cising the amount given to the Hospital 
Nurses fund. He ridiculed the women con- 
nected with nursing Institutions, speaking 
of them as “ uplifters who arent working 
for nothing.”

PORFIRIO DIAZ WILL RETURN 


Mexiéo City, Feb. 21.—The new adminis 
tration in Mexico intends to use the methods 
of Porfirio Diaz go far as possible in gov- 
erning the country, according to statements 
made today by Previsional P dent Huerta. 

President Huerta said that matter what 
the cost should be, or who the men were 
who paid it, peace would be restored in 
Mexico. He said it was his ambition that 
when he left the presidency people would 
say of him. He has restored order through- 
out Mexico, made safe the investment of 
money, and made secure the lives and inter- 
ests of all, both foreigners and Mexicans.” 

Gen. Huerta calmly outlined his program 
for the use of the army if necessary to main- 
tain order. To dissatisfied sections, he said, 
he will send emissaries in an attempt to bring 
about order, or, if necessary, troops would 
be dispatched to inform the people of the 
government's desires.

May- 
torena.of Sonora, offering him 3,000 men and 
2,000,000 pesas to restore Madero to office.. 
Gov. Maytorena has telegraphed the sen- 
ate and Provisional President Huerta re- 
pudiating the new administration. 

The governor of Yucatan, ignorant of the 
death of Gustavo Madero, has wired him 
offering the services of 1.00 men and money 
to assist in a new revolution.

It is believed that the Mexican people them-

would amount to the murder of a deposed 
president. 

It is recalled in some quarters that the ac-

Shubert and Cort Defendants in 
Proceedings in U. S. Court. 


PLAINTIFFS ASK $185,000. 


Echo of War Between Klaw & Er- 


langer and Shuberts. 


Suit will be filed in the United States Dis- 
trict court this morning against the Foreman 
Brothers Banking company, as trustees, 
Jacob J. Shubert of New York, and John 
Cort of Seattle, theater owners, for enforeé- 
ment of a contract involving a balance of 
$185,000 alleged to be due for the purchase of 
a string of theaters. 

Attorney Caruthers Ewing, representing the 
plaintiffs. arrived in Chicago yesterday from 
Memphis with the papers ready for filing In 
the clerk's office. 

The suit is an echo of the theater war be- 
tween Klaw & Erlanger and the Shuberts 
three years ago. Cort and the Shuberts 
entered into a contract for the purchase of 
the controlling interest and leaseholds in 
a string of playhouses in Illinois and lowa. 
with the object of making the ‘‘trusi’”’ jump 
and by that means wreck companies sent 
out by Klaw & Erlanger for want of a suffi- 
cent number of “onenight stands” to make 
it pay. 

Sell Interest to Shubert, 

The plaintiffs are Attorney Wiliam E. 
Blake of Burlington, Ia., and Mrs. Willie 
Mallory Chamberlin of Memphis, widow of 
Frank W. Chamberlin, who died in Decem- 
ber, 1906. Chamberlin, who owned the string 
of theaters invoived, made the widwow and 
Attornely Blake executors of his will. 

On Aug. 1, 1010, according to the bill, the 
executors sold to Cort and Shubert for 
$225,000 the controlling interest in play houses 
in Quincey, Galesburg, Ottawa. Rock Island, 
Moline, Davenport, Ia., Muscatine, Ia. and 
Rockford, IH., and the leaveholds on thea- 
ters in Canton, III., Peoria, Davenport, Ta., 
Aurora, Joliet, Waterloo, Ia. Cr¢ston, la., 
Grinnell, Ia., and Freeport, III., for a con- 
sideration of $25,000 cash and the assump- 
tion of mortgages amounting to $50,000. In 
addition the price was to be $175,000, to be 
paid at the rate of $15,000, with interest semi-

We, standing on the 
verge, accept the challenge. 

Nature, who in the infinity of her own 
wisdom brought me into this world, en- 
dowed. tie With a soul and a soft—per- 
haps a too soft—heart: <A creature with 
these gifts—things as delicate’ as the 
finest porceilain— he places amid grind- 
ing fron cire nees. What follows? 
What must follow? You say that sui- 
cide ig & crime: I tell you that it is a 
boon. 

Into Ranks of Russian Revolution. 

eI am well born. High thoughts and 
high ideals pushed me into the ranks of 
the Russian revolutionists: I exercised 

no power of the will in making this 
choice. I became a revolutionist—just 
as inevitably as the acorn becomes the 
oak. And for this step, in which I used 
no volition, I am sent to prison. I spend 
many months in confinement. I go into 
exile, and at last I am compelled to flee, 
an outcast from my kind, to America. 

America—ah, free Amerca! Some day, 
Jong hence, you. will see yourself as you 
are and shudder at the spectacle. I came 

to von .concelving, you as you conceive 
yourself, I found you a land of blatant, 
brutal commercialism, a churn, a com- 

“munity endowed. with one virtue only 

strength and that misused. I became a 
machine. I lest all hope of renting os 
position for myself. 

Being by nature an 8 I found 
myself ‘unable to accept the degradation 
that surrounds the American community 
of today. I could not steal, nor He, nor sell 
my soul. I could not change myecelf into 
small coin. And then love came. What 
a mockery! 

The world will tell you that I am weak. 
On the contrary, I am strong. I stand 
before that death before which the whole 
universe trembles, and I crush it under 
my feet. I am going to die. Long live 
want! Long live theft! Long live capi- 
talism that ills ideals. Life is theire 
and to them I surrender. Farewell. 
Writtem on the back of his photograph, 

which was found in his clothing, was a note 
to his son. It read: Pity your poor father, 
who died without seeing you.”

Question Which Is Involved. 

| The constitutiorial qudstion involved in the 
legislation, which is responsible for the presi- 
dent's attitude of opposition, 1§ not whether 
state prohibition lawe are desirable, but 
whether, even if they are not desirable, the 
federal government should refrain from in- 
terferenée in the enforcement of those laws. 

There are many temperance supporters 
who beldeve it to be the duty of the federal 
government to utilise every power available 
to suppress the use of liquér. They insist 
that federal action is necesaary in order to 
permit prohitition stated and local option 
territory to enforce their own policies. 

The men and women behind the legislation 
Claim the law would be upheld as constit u- 
tional because congress has full power over 
interstate commerce, and that ite authority 
goes to the extent of forbidding such com- 
merce in single articles, as for example, lo:- 
tery tickets. If interstate commerce in lot- 
tery tickets can be prohibited, it ts claimed 
any other such commerce can be prohibited. 


State Rights Issue Involved. 

The oconstitutidnal objections to the bill lie 
largely in the claim that the bill will dele- 
kate to the states powers which belong alone 
to eomgress, and that it substitutes the will 
of the state for the will of the federal gov- 
ernmen in the regulation of interstate com- 
merce. Moréover, it 1 dechared to be an 
accepted principle of constitutional law there 
jie no regulation whatsoever in interstate com- 
merce when there is not national regula- 
tion. 

In a minority report made to the house in 
opposition to the Webb Dill, it is declared 
that the measure contravenes Organic and 
vital principles, the establishments of which 
was ore of the chief causes leading to the 
adoption of the constitution. 

Under the guise of a congressional regu- 
lation this bill, it le alleged, makes alcoholic 
Hquore contraband in bertaln specified cases; 
it creates a distincton between legal and 11 
legal shipments based upon the carrying laws 
of the different states, thereby delegating to 
the states the power of regulating inter- 
state commerce, and it strikes down the 
constitutional protection to commodity that 
is the legitimate subject of interstate com- 
meree, prevents fits delivery to the consignee, 
and @ubjecta it to the operation of a state 
law as soon as {t crosses the border of a

“ One suspects that ane and op- 
timism are in Metchnikoff inborn tempera- 
mental qualities, and, in the present volume; 
optimism is the sperma, note.“ 


Metchnikoff is not al an old man, being but 
68 next May, but it is impossible for him to 
escape being regarded as the final test of the 
truth of his theory. 

Such a test, though, has in it the elements 
of unfairness. He was born in Russia, 
where the average age at death is low. He 
worked his way up to a professorship at 
Odessa; was dispossessed of his means of 
livelihood by one of those peculiarly Russian 
happenings; wandered around Europe as an 
unattached scientist from 1882 to 1892, since 
which time he has had a haven and an op- 
portunity at the Pasteur institute. 

He was nearly 60 when he began to inves- 
tigate the Bulgarian bacillus, and, at 60, it 
is supposed that inheritance and experience 
have already determined about how long a 
man will live, barring death from infection 
or other forms of accident. 

Presumably for the last eight or ten years. 
he has made use of the sour milk features 
of his method.

T has always been a subject for surprise 
that the members of the English royal 
family, and, indeed, also of the other 
reigning houses of Europe, who have dis- 
played so much thoughtful consideration 

for ex-Presidéent Loubet and for his wife 
since they retired into’ private life, should 
never have been willing to accord the same 
manifestations of regard for the wife of 
M. Sadi Carnot. 

M. Sadi Carnot's term as chief magistrate 
of the republic was brought to a sensational 
close by his assassination at Lyons, a trag- 
edy, one would have thought, that would 
have been calculated to excite the sympathy 
of all the crowned heads of Europe for the 
widow. b 

Far from this, Mme. Carnot was pointedly 
ignored, and none of the royal visitors to 
Paris ever took the trouble of calling upon 
her as they did upom the Loubets. 

— 

There has been a reason for this. though 
it is not generally known outside of court 
circles and diplomatic chancelleries. 

It dates away. back to twenty years ago, 
whet the kaiser, in one of his many en- 
deavors to propitiate France, made the mis- 
take of sending his mother, Empress Fred- 
erick, to Paris, on the pretext of busying her- 
self with French art, and of making the 
acquaintance of French artists.

Lord Lytton suggested, by the queen’ 8 
direction, an interchange of visits between 
the empress and the Carnots, and that ower 
invite her to 5 0 


Now, the. Carnots Aa not see their way 
to comply with the views advanced by Lord 
Lytton, at the instance of Queen Victoria, 
and to oblige her in the matter. 

They argued that public opinion was. not 
sufficiently prepared for an interchange of 
personal relations between the occupants 
of the Elysee and a German empress, no mat- 
ter how profound their esteem and admira- 
tion for the character of her widowed Ger- 
man majesty, to whom the hearts of all 
French women had gone out during: Emperor 
Frederick's fatal illness. 

For the president to call upon the empress . 
(who made the mistake of staying at the 
German embassy instead of putting up at 
a hotel) was impossible at that time, and 
Mme. Sadi Carnot, having no omeiar rank. 
could not pay a visit, 

They could not even see their way to invite 
the empress as an artist of imperial stand- 
ing to dinner at the Elysée palace, and they 
ee, e they must ask Lord Lytton t6 in- 

Queen Victoria privately that any such 
ation must be deferred to some future 
stay of the empress in Paris. 

Both Queen Victoria and Emperor Wu. 
nam bitteriy resented this attitude on the 
part of.the Carnots, which. they rihtiy at- 
tributed to Mme. Sadi Carnot, whose char- 
acter was of & more masterful nature than 
that of her husband.

They succeeded naan their wishes. A 
visit which she paid to the site of the palace 
Cloud. Which the Prusslans had 
burned db wn,“ ralsed a storm ot newspaper 
indignation which fired. the Paris dopulace. 

To avold disturbances, the empress was 
forced to cut short her stay. As it was 
feared that she might be attacked in the 
street if she drove to the northern terminus 
in a private carriage, she went.in the landau 
of the German embassy, driven by servants. 
in the ambassador's liveries, 

The ambassador and his first secretaty. 
sat facing ner, und the whole central brigade 
“of police was sent to guard the streets 
through which she was to pass. 

Two days after Her hast departure Baron 
Mehrenheéim, representing Russia, called at 
the Elysée in the hame of Alexander III. 
to offer definitely to President Sadi Carnot 
the alliance ot Russias. and the:treaty was 
concluded a few weeks later in that same 
year, supplementary articles being added.

PHYSICS. ; 

Chicago, Feb. 20.—{ Editor of rhe tribe’ 
his is in answer to 4 Question. of 
Physics" propounded by W. H. C.: Pwo 
objects, whether of the same size or differ- 
ent sizes, and whether ef the same apecific 
Sravity or different specific gravities, falling 
from the same height would reach the ground 
In thé same period of time, providing they 
fell in a vacuym. Falling in air, the period 
of descent will depend on the ratio of surface 
to density. 

A hypothetical case will make this clear: 

a large sheet of paper may be compressed: 
8 a solid cube having. an ‘area, we will 
say, of one square inch: to each side. A 
similar sheet of paper of the game size (and 
having the same specific density) may be 
formed into a cube the area of any one side 
of which may be one squaré foot. One of 
these cubes, of course, would be practically 
solid; the other, naturally, would be hollow; 
but they would have the same shape and the 
same specific gravity. 

Dropped from a given height, the small 
cube would reach the ground ‘first because 
‘the resistance of the air to it would be 
negligible whille the resistance of the air 
to the larger cube would be considerable. 
This is an extreme case, but it Tilustrates a 
principle whieh will hold good no matter 
what material is used: It should be remem- 
bered, however. that with an increase of the 
specific gravity in the material tile variation 
in the falling periods would be greatly di- 
minished. 

For instance, a steel sphere, such as is used 
for bicycle ball bearings, anda steel sphere a 
foot in diameter would, practically speak- 
ing, fall through a given space in the same 
period of time. Actually the larger sphere 
would, in falling through air, take a trifle 
longer, but the difference in time would be 
so small that it probably could not be meas- 
ured.

My husband earns 890 | 
$30 for his expenses, clothing, carfare, etc., in- 
eluding about $10 which he saves. I have $15 
per week. Of this I save $6, leaving $9 for 
fuel, groceries, meat, milk, Fus, insurance (25 
cents a week); clothing for myself, and inei- 
dentals. 

We own a five room cottage and in winter 


keep one héating stove going all the time, an- 


other we use occasionally, principally on Sun- 
day and when the weather is especially severe, 
We use a little more than half a ton of coal a 
month, or about $5 worth. I sift the ashes 
and use the cinders in the morning, as they are 
Hable to clog the stove if used at night. 

I use a three burner gas “hot plate” for 
cooking, and Wave a small oven that I use on 
one of the burners when I wish to bake. I am 
well satisfied with it. My gas bill is only about 
$1.76 in witer for cooking and lighting and a 
little less in summer. 

In the meat line I buy ea’ small pot roast for 
Sunday for about 6 cents (which furnishes 


meat for two days when we have no visitors), 


or a small stewing chicken. I also buy steak, 
stewing beef (cooking slowly with vegetables), 
and occasionally mutton stew or pork chops. 
About once a week we have oysters when in 
season. We eat plenty of fruit and vegetables. 
I can fruit and make jelly in the summer and 
in winter have this for dessert. Also make 
puddings, custard, rice, apple, or cornstarch, 
We live fairly well, but have no expensive 
pleasures. Go to an occasional card party or 
lecture and Lave plenty of good reading matter. 
I belong to a history club and that stimulates 
my mental faculties. me We

Saves by Being Independent. 


Having lived during the year 1911 in New 
York and the year 1912 in a town of 26,000, I 
have found that one must economize differ- 
ently in the large cities than in smaller ones.

Appeals to the heads of county department» 
affected by the Supreme court's civil ser vio- 
ruling of Thursday, to codperate with the 

evil service commiesion in continuing the 
present merit system, were made by the lat- 
ter body and the Civil Service Reform as- 

The appeal of the commission took the 
form of a pledge which merely covers the 
500 employés protected by the civil service 
act in force July 1, 1911, and excepted under 
the old civil service law of 1895. It was sent 
to practically every heed of a department in 
the county service. The agreement pledges 
the signer to govern his office in accordance 
with the spirit of the civil service law in 
force July 1, 1911, and which the Supreme 
court has declared unconstitutional 

h Urgedi to Heed Public Sentiment. 

The pledge in part is as follows: 

We recognize the public sentiment in 
favor of civil service legislation expressed 
most forcibly in past elections, and as 
Public officials earnestly desire to carry 
out the wishes of our constituents, there- 
fore, it is our desire to cobperate with 
your commission for the maintenance of 
the merit system, weakened in some 
points by the Supreme court's action. This 

» @greement is to remain in effect until such 
time as additional legislation in fvylfill- 
meut of the people's wishes on county 
civil service has been passed and has 
taken effect. 

Several department heads, when shown a 
copy of the pledge, refused to make any com- 
ment. Richard J. McGrath, clerk of the 
Superior court, said he would sign it under 
certain conditions. 

The Reform association's letter to depart- 
ment heads was sent out after a meeting of 
the subcommittee of the executive Committee 
at th. Ca chub. A meeting of the full com- 
mittee will be held this noon at the same 
place, to discuss the original draft of the 
1011 jaw. It is proposed to make a few 
changes and then to submit it as a substitute 
for the knocked out bill. 


May Not Ask for Rehearing. 

County Attorney Carl R. Chindblom re- 
ceived a copy of the decision yesterday. He 
said he had not yet decided whether or not to 
ask a rehearing. Commissioners hinted, how- 
ever, no rehearing would be asked. 

President A. A, McCormick of the county 
board intimated that it would be dangerous 
for any department heads to oust any one 
unti! the present tangle is unsnarled. 

President Greer of the civil service com- 
mission said it was possible that the salaries 
ot the board of assessors might be reduced 
from #5.000 to $8,600 if the principle estab- 
lished by the Supreme court ruling is applied 
to them. He hinted that this might result 
if the county treasurer applies to the county 
attorney for a decision in this matter. He 
pointed out that, according to law, the county 
board hae no right to increase the salaries 
of the members of the board of assessors. 
The salaries must be fixed by the legislature. 
In spite of this the county board raised the 
galaries from $38,600 to 85.000.
